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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  date  twenty  pupils  have  been  registered  in  the 
Benton  Street  school  this  year.  At  present  only  four- 
teen are  in  attendance,  six  having  moved  away.  There 
are  four  children  attending  the  East  Haverhill  school 
from  Benton  Flats.  Two  of  these  are  over  two  miles 
from  school  and  have  to  be  transported.  No  Benton 
children  are  reported  in  the  Glen  Cliff  school  so  far 
this  year.  The  town  is  paying  the  high  school  tuition 
of  Lydia  Fillian,  a  senior  at  Haverhill  Academy. 

The  attendance  record  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1926  was  not  quite  so  good  as  for  the  previous  year. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  93  with 
eight  tardy  marks.  Welton  McKean  was  not  late  nor 
absent  during  the  year.  There  were  five  no  school 
days  due  to  holidays  and  teachers'  institutes.  The  gen- 
eral school  spirit  continues  to  be  excellent.  The  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  the  school  work  is  also  good. 

Laurie  Morse,  Bernard  Cox  and  Howard  Tyler 
completed  the  eighth  grade  work  in  June.  The  two 
latter  are  attending  school  this  winter  and  taking  ad- 
vanced work.  Public  school  education  in  these  days 
includes  the  high  school.  Few  pupils  leave  school  till 
they  have  completed  a  high  school  course.  While  the 
state  does  not  require  attendance  at  high  school,  it  does 
guarantee  every  child  in  the  state,  who  is  qualified, 
free  tuition.  The  three  pupils  named  above  would 
greatly  profit  by  attendance  at  high  school. 

For  several  years  the  Public  Library  Commission 
at  Concord  has  sent  to  the  Benton  school  two  traveling 
libraries  of  some  forty  books  each  for  the  use  of  the 
school  and  community.  They  furnish  a  varied  assort- 
ment of  books  which  may  safely  be  put  in  the  hands  of 
young  people.  The  cost  is  merely  transportation  one 
way. 
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The   present   teacher,    Miss   Harriet   Wilson,    is 
teaching  for  the  first  time  in  a  New  Hampshire  school.
